How much more delightful, 
how much safer and secure the 
world and mankind would be if 
nations and men could learn the 
lesson of minding their own busi- 
neds.

ho explanation probably is 
that it picks out some particular 
cells in your brain: : 

Different drugs, produce dif- 
ferent kinds of dreams.
